Sir  William  Van  Home,  in 
Address  to  Toronto  Cana- 
dian Club,  Protests' Against 
United    States    Legislation, 


TORONTO,  Nov.  17. — Sir  William  Van 
Home  made  a  vigorous  defence  of  the 
railway  corporations,  both  in  Canada 
and  the  United  Stales.  In  an  addresa  be- 
fore the  Canadian  Club  here  this  after- 
noon. Speaking  of  the  laws  leveled- 
against  railroads  and  of  the  dangers  of 
t  'anada  following  these  legislative  ten- 
dencies.  Sir  W'llllam   said: 

"I  want  to  plead  for  a  more  liberal, 
intelligent  and  friendly  consideration  of 
railway  interests  in  Canada,  and  against 
any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  blather- 
skites to  put  through  Ignorant  legisla- 
tion such  as  passed  In  the  United  States. 

"I  have  passed  my  flfiy-slxth  railway 
year,  and  in  .that  time  f  have  not 
known  one  railway  executive  officer 
who  did  not  take  the  deepest  Interest, 
not  only  In  the  welfare  of  the  property 
entrusted  to  him,  but  also  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  community  served  by  his 
road,  and  who  w;as  not  eager  to  hold 
the  goodwill  of  every  patron  and  every- 
one along  the  line  of  the  roads.  Per- 
hapa  most  people  think  that  the  efforts 
of  the  management  are  directed  only-  to 
squeezing  out  dividends.  This  is  false. 
I  know  of  no  exception  to  this,  at 'all 
events  not  in  Canada  and  not  on  any 
railway  I  have  ever  been  connected  with 
In  the  United  States.    ' 

"Railwaymen  aro  extremely  busy  men, 
and  perhaps  fall  to  make  the  explana- 
tions they  sometimes  should  make,  but, 
even  if  they  make  them,  their  state- 
ments are  nullified  by.  the  Ignorant  at- 
tacks of  the  blatherskites  who  have  the 
gift   of   grab. 

"The  heart  of  the  railway  man  Is  in 
the  right  place,  and  I  say  that  when 
difficulties  aiise  they  should  be  talked 
over  In  a  friendly  way.  There  la  a  say- 
ing that  corporations  have  no  souls.  I 
say,  as  a  result  of  titling  on  many- 
boards,  that  a  corporation  has'  a  soul, 
it  has  -  a  bigger,  cleaner  and  finer  soul 
than  any  Individual  concern  ever  on  the 
face  of  thts  earth.  f  don't  »ay  there 
are  no  mean  men  on  these  boards,  but  1 
never  knew  a  man.  that  would  dare  show 
his   meanness  openly   on  a    board.''

Richard  McBride  left  for  England,  he 
appointed  Mr.  C.  F.  Davie,  barrister,  of 
Victoria,  to  draw  agreements  between 
the  different  parties  on  the*  assumption 
that-  the  Provlnoiat-<Sovernment--  would 
ma|re  a  grant  for  a  bridge,  of  which  the 
easterly  approach  would  be  Johnson 
Street  '■»    .  ' 

Mr  Davis  called  several  conferences 
and  he  drew  up  tentative  agreements 
between  the  city  and  the  C.  P.  R.,  the 
city  and  the  B.  C.  E.  R.,  and  between 
the  C.  P.  R.  and  the  B.  C.  E.  R.,  in 
which  the  details  In  connection  with  the 
proportion  of  cost  of  the  bridge  to  be 
contributed  by  the  several  parties  and 
with  the  future  maintenance,  and  the 
running  rights  over  the  bridge,  were 
practically   agreed    upon. 

it  la  generally  understood  that  the 
C.  P.  R.  were  at  first  unwilling  to  take 
any  action  on  this  pro  rata  share  of 
cost,  until  the  question  of  the  amount 
of  their  land  purchase  and  their  costs 
were  determined,  but  that  they  subse- 
quently agreed  to  discuss  these  matters 
pending  the  agreement  with  reference 
to    the   larger  questions. 

The   Easterly   Approach 

Matters  progressed  in  this  way— rfor 
some  time  until  the  negotiations  were 
brought  to  a  sudden  halt  by  the  C.  P.  R. 
Inserting  in  their  draft  agreement  a 
provision  having  for  its  object  the 
alteration  of  the  site  of  the  easterly 
approach  of  the  '  bridge.  Mr.  Marpole 
had  previously  stated  that,  wMlle.  his 
company  would  have  preferred  the  Cor- 
morant Street  route,  nevertheless,  this 
Idea  had  been  abandoned  when  he 
learned  that  the  Government  contribu- 
tion' had  been  promised,  on  the  under- 
standing that  Johnson  Street  was  to  be 
used  as   the  street  of  approach. 

The  civic  authorities  apparently  fell 
in  with  the  suggestion  of  the  C.  P.  R., 
on  the  ground  that  such  a  'course  might 
unburden  the  city  of  having  to  pay 
heavy  expropriation  costs,  while  the 
B.  C.  E.  it.  remained  entirely  indifferent 
in  the  matter,  Mr.  Conway  stating  that 
lil*  company  would  accept  any  route 
that  was  agreeable  to   the  other  parties. 

Aa  Sir  Rljhard  McBride  was  In  Eng- 
land when  the  negotiations  took  this 
new  and  sudden  turn,  It  was  decided  to 
await  his  return  before  the  matter  of  a 
change  of  site  which  involved  an  entire 
change  of  plan  and  a  new  series  of 
transportation  problems,  could  be  set-.

Although  the  City  Council  recently 
adopted  the  financial  report  submitted 
by  the  directors  .of  the  B.  C,  Agricul- 
tural Association,  showing  the  result 
of  this  year's  Kxliiidilon  operations,  and

This  is  brought  about  by 
counting  in  the  profit  balance  of  the 
previous  year  of  11112,  of  $7, 126.79,  as 
applying  to  the  profit  made  In  the  year 
1913,  If  we  eliminate  the  profit  of  last 
year,  which  has  no  concern  with  the 
profit  and  loss  of  this  year,  the  balance 
sheet  would  represent,  in  fact,  a  deficit 
of  some  $6,000,  seeing  that  the  out- 
standing accounts  collectable  offset  the 
unpaid  accounts.  The  amounts  claimed 
to  have  been  expended  In  J  01 3  for 
draining  land,  new  buildings,  etc.  $15,-

WRITE  I  MR.  BOWSER 


'Call  Upon  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral of  British  Columbia  to 
Secure  Release  of  Striking 
Coal  Miners. 


A  resolution  passed  by  the  Socialists 
of  Seattle  and  endorsed  by  the  Washing- 
ton State,  executive  committee  of  the 
Socialist  party  was  received  yesterday 
by   the  Attorney-General. 

The  intemperance  of  the  language  in 
which  It  is  framed  and  the  gross  im- 
pertinence of  its  criticism  probably 
create  a  record  as  a  petition  sent  by 
people  of  a  friendly  nation  to  an  execu- 
tive official  of  a  neighboring  state,  al- 
though, as  a  piece  of  literary  humor, 
such  phrases  as  "peacefully  striking" 
and  "a  judiciary  out  of  sympathy  with 
the  working  class"  are  on  a  par  with 
the  ridiculous  conceit  of  such  expres- 
sions as  "the  Introduction  of  the  mili- 
tary was  a  fatal  mistake,"  or  "we  call 
upon  you  to  do  all  in  your  power  for 
the  release  of  these  miners." 

The  following  is  the  full   text  of  the 
resolution,   whloh  was  signed   by  W.   H. 
Philpots,  'Kate   Sadler  and   H.   Menke: 
The  Xesolation 

"To  J.  Bowser,  Attorney-General,  Vic- 
toria, B.  c.: 

"Dear  Sir, — The  Socialists  of  Seattle, 
King  County,  Washington,  U.S.A.,  in 
mass  meeting  assembled,  Sunday,  Nov. 
9,  1913,  adopted  the  following  resolution, 
protesting  against  the  severe  and  un- 
just sentences  meted  out  to  our  fellow 
worklngmen.  the  striking  miners  of 
British    Columbia, 

"Whereas,  the  miners  of  British  Co- 
lumbia were  peacefully  striking  to  bet- 
ter the  conditions  In  the  mines  where 
they  were  employed,  therefore  the  In- 
troduction of  the  military  was  a  fatal 
mistake  on  the  part  of  the  authorities, 
turning  a  peaceful  community  into  a 
state  of  warfare. 

"Whereas,  the  arresting  and  sentenc- 
ing of  the  miners  to  long  terms  of  im- 
prisonment by  a  judiciary  out  of  sym- 
pathy with  the  working  class,  following 
upon  the  heels  of  the  other,  has  cer- 
tainly oapped    the  <  Umax. 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  here- 
by protest  and  call  upon  you  to  do  an 

in  your  power  for  the  Immediate  re- 
lease of  these  miners,  restoring  them  to 
their  full  liberty,  clothing  them  again 
with  all  their  rights  as  ciUzeim.  and 
giving  back  to  the  women  and  children 
their  breadwinners,  the  husbands  and 
fathers."

As  the  milk  produced  depends  upon 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  food 
consumed,  every  effort  should  be  made 
to,  supply  the  cow  with  all  she  will  eat 
of  a  ration  combining  palatabllity, 
easy  digestibility,  and  suitability  in 
com  posit  ton  for  tha  milk  flow. 
.Observation  .and  experimental  work 
at  the  Central  Experimental  Farm, 
Ottawa,  during  the  past  twelve  or 
thirteen  years  lead  Prof.  Grlsdale  to 
consider  succulence,  variety  and  regu- 
larity in  hours  of  feeding  as'  the  most 
important  factors  making  for  palata- 
bllity' and  high  digestibility  of  a  ration. 
By  succulence  Is  meant  Juclness  or 
a  high  percentage  of  water  In  the 
feed.  Giving  an  abundant  supply  of 
water  for  use  along  with  a  dry  feed 
will  not  have  the  same  effect  as  eaus-

OUt  frequently  has  many  advocates. 
The  iisIiik  of  the  manger  fur  water- 
ing purposes  after  feeding  Is  prac- 
ticed   in    some    atables,    but    our    expen- 

ance  would  lead  us  to  condemn  the 
system  as  troublesome  and  less  sutla- 
faetory  from  the  standpoint  m  com- 
fort to  the  animals  thun  the  lndlvl- 
ual  bucket.  But  of  one  thing  care 
should  be  taken,  no  matter  what  the 
system  adopted,  that  is,  to  keopji  the 
cups  or  troughs  of  water  supply  clean 
and  swoet. 

Salt  is  necessary  to  the  comfort 
add  health  of  the  dairy  cow.  The 
quantity  to  feed  will  vary  from  an 
ounce  to  three  or  four  ounces  a  day. 
It  might,  aa  in  the  case  of  the  calf, 
be  given  in  the  form  of  rock  salt  In 
the  manger,  but  had  better  be  fed 
daily  in  the  food.-  It  adds  to  the 
palatibillty  of  a-  food,  hence  is  valu- 
able as  an  appetiser,  as  a  food  and 
as  a  stomachic. 

Exercise  when  taken  by  the  dairy 
cow  Is  not  immediately  conducive  to 
milk  production.  On  the  contrary, 
anything  that  might  be  called  exer- 
tion Is  practically  certain  to  lower 
tha    mills    flow    temporarily It    would,

To  Illustrate:  100 
lbs.  of  fresh  pasture  grass  may  in- 
clude as  much  aa  85  lbs.  or  more  of 
water,  and  only  15  lbs.  or  less  of  dry 
Tdatter;  ~ThtriOB  rba.-nf-p«ature  grass 
fed  green  Is,  however,  as  proven  by 
experiment,  worth  considerably  more 
than  the  same  15  Iba.  dry  matter  fed 
In  the  shape  of  15  lbs.  dry  grass,  and 
the  cow  allowed  to  drtnk  all  she  will 
of  water  along  with  the  dry  grass. 
Further,  the  cow  will  take  consider- 
ably more  of  almost  any  kind  of  dry 
matter  and  digest  it  more  readily  and 
more  completely  when  fed  as  a  euo- 
culent   than   when   fed  as   a   dry   food. 

Succulence  in  the  Winter  ration  may 
be  secured  in  several  wa^a.  The  moot 
common,  and  the  most  advahtageou* 
from  the  standpoints  of  low  cost  df 
ration  and  convenience  of  handling, 
Is  the  use  of  ensilage.  Roots  of  vari- 
ous kinds  are,  however,  largely  used, 
and  are  very  valuable  for  the  purpose. 
Where  both  the  above  are  lacking, 
succulence  may  be  secured  by  cutting 
the  straw  or  hay  and  sprinkling 
freely  with  water  a  few  hours  or  even 
a  couple  of  days  before  feeding.  Add" 
lng  about  20  per  cent,  of  feed  molasses 
to  the  water  used  for  sprinkling  im- 
proves the  palatabllity  and  effective- 
ness of  such  a  ration,  very  greatly. 
Where  ensilage  is  available,  it  is  well 
to.  mix  from  8  to.  12  pounds  chaff  with 
each  100  pounds  ensilage.  This  should 
be  done  some  little  time  before  feeding 
.to  Insure  the  chaff  being  moistened..  • 

Variety  In  the  ration  fed#  the  dairy 
cows  adds  greatly  to  its  effectiveness 
by. rendering  1t  more  palatable.  Variety 
in  this  connection,  however  must  not  be 
taken  to  mean  feeding  one  kind  of  feed 
today,  a  different  feed  or  combination 
of  feeds  tomorrow  and  attU  another 
ration  the  next  day.  Variety  In  feed- 
ing tha  dairy  cow  must  be  "ecu  red  by 
combining  in  the  ration,  which  should 
be  the  same,  or  practically  the  same 
from  -  day  to  day,  as  many  different 
kinds  of  roughage  and  meals  or  concen- 
trates as  it  is  found  convenient  or  pos- 
sible to  Include.  Feeding  a  meal  mix- 
ture made  up  of  oats,  barley,  bran,  oil- 
cake meal  and  corn  is  likely  to  give 
better  results  than  a  meal  mixture  of 
similar  feeding  value  from  a  chemical 
standpoint  Including,  say,  only  bran  and 
barley  and  much  better  results  than 
feeding  bran  alone.  The  mixture  of 
meals  Improves  the  flavor  thus  render- 
ing the  meal  more  palatable  and  hence 
more  dlgeatable.  Palatabllity  In  a  ration 
.  greatly  to  dlgestablllty.  improved 
dtgestablllty  means  increased  effeetlve- 
ness.  The  value  of  variety  In  the  fead 
Is    thus   apparent. 

These  remarks  must  not  he  taken  tO 
mean,  however,  that  a  mixture  of 
roughages  or  a  meal  mixture  onci 
compounded,  no  other  may  be  fed.
